In diabetes, changes in Uu retina 
also o ccur which resemble tho se due 
to hardened arteries, but, in reaiUy, 
the difficulties are due to Utunuge 
to the veins. 
The changes pro duced are typical 
and are easily reco gnized by direct 
examinatio n 
In permeio us anemia, the tiny 
veins in the retina are bro ad, ilat, 
and pale, and the arteries appear 
u nnatu rally small. 


The retina is also Inju red by all 
type« o f lu kemia. a diso rder in 
winch there is an increai.t in the 
nu mber o f white cells in the Wo o d.

W \SHTNGTON, June 22 — The 
ranks oi the National G uard were 
report^ swelling today with y oung 
mcn try ing to g et away from the 
shadow of the draft. 
National Guard headq uarters re- 
„orted a rush of new recruits. O ffi­ 
cials --aid they ex pect it to con­ 
tinue until President T rum an sig ns 
i 
draft bill into law. Those who 
r ,re members of the g uard or other 


activ e reserv e g roups a t th at time 
will be ex empt. 
Trum an has until a week iro n 
today to sig n the measure. There 
was some 
speculation 
th at 
the 
President, himself a former national 
g uardsman, m ig ht delay sig ning to 
let the g uard’s streng th build up. 
After the draft becomes law. the 
President may p ut 
it 
into effect 
within 90 day s, if the armed forces 
so recommend. The first call is ex ­ 
pected In September.

The decision 
to u se troops was made by a special 
emergencies committee of the cab­ 
inet following failu re of a back-to - 
work movement this m orning.

U kraine also voted against the m a­ 
jority.

pre­ 
viou sly laid plans and followed u p 
he veto, which had been expected, 
with a resolu tion calling for the 
dispatch of records o f the tw o-year 
atom ic deadlock to the assembly. 
Gromyko opposed this resolu tion 
also bu t did no t Insist o n w hat he 
raid was his right to veto it.
